The proposed amendments are not deemed to place the application in better form for appeal by materially reducing or simplifying the 
issues for appeal because the amendment to claims 2 and 3 removing the limitations for "at least one active integrator" raises a lack of 
antecedent basis in claim 4 since claim 4 further limits "the at least one active integrator". 

Further, the proposed amendment to claim 3 would introduce a lack of clarity due to the formation the sentence fragment "wherein as the 
actuator for at least one DC voltage signal, is connected to the processor circuit and to the analog scaling unit". 

Further, the proposed amendments do not correct the problem of antecedent basis presented in the Final Office Action, with respect to 
claim 3, which still recites "wherein as the actuator" without a previous mention of any actuator. Therefore, it is unclear to one having 
ordinary skill in the art as to what device "the actuator" refers. 

Further still, the proposed amendment to claim 3 would require reconsideration of the outstanding rejection, since claim 3 is rejected as 
being unpatentable over Roper in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,886,565 to Yasui et a!., which is included for its teaching of a reference 
voltage generating circuit having an integrator that generates a reference voltage using a voltage dividing circuit that divides a voltage 
supplied from a power source for use by the integrator. 
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
